210-RICR-40-00-3 Medicaid Integrated Health Care Coverage, SSI Financial Eligibility
Determinations

The Secretary of the Rhode Island Executive Office of Health and Human Services (EOHHS)
has under consideration an amendment to the Medicaid regulations entitled, 210-RICR-40-00-3
Medicaid Integrated Health Care Coverage, SSI Financial Eligibility Determinations.

This amendment makes the annual update to Medicaid regulation to reflect the 5.9% cost-of-living
increase for 2022 on the State Supplementary Payments and the Medically Needy Income Limit.
